BIG STORE SALES

St. Louis area department 
store sales increased 2 per cent 
last week in dollar volume as 
compared with the corresponding 
week last year, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis reported 
today.

Motorists and pedestrians

VIENNA, “Nov. 6 6 (AP)—The 
Austrian Government has in- 
structed Vienna's main radio 
station RAVAG to ignore Soviet 
censorship in future, a govern- 
ment spokesman said yesterday. 

Since beginning of the occupa- 
tion in 1945 the state-run radio 
station, located in Vienna's So- 
viet sector, had been forced to 
submit its entire program to 
Soviet’ censors before its trans- 
mission. In repeated cases the 
Russians curtailed the program 
or delayed broadcasts. 

The government has instructed 
the management of RAVAG to 
stop submitting manuscripts to 
the Soviet censors.

Will Be Shrugged Off Too Casually. 


Test — Danger to 
Tuesday’s Defeats

WASHINGTON. 
The 


three-fold defeat at the polls this week—governorships, mayor- 

alties, another seat in the House—does not make it inevitable 
that the Republicans will lose Congress next year, but it makes 
it likely unless the party does something about it. 


Tm Republigan party will now have to face realities. 


The political realities which 
the Republicans face are these: 

. The Republican party in 
Congress, having failed to win 
the confidence of the country 
last November, has thus far 
done nothing adequate to re- 
trieve itself. It has moved back- 
ward, not forward, in voter sup- 
port, and is witnessing a reces- 
sion of voter opinion which a 
year ago gave it the narrowest 
possible contre] of the House 
and Senate despite Gen. Eisen- 
hower'’s massive victory. 

Won Through Eisenhower. 

2. The Republicans in Con- 
gress won what they did last fall 
in large part because they sup- 
ported the election of Gen. 
Eisenhower, but were denied 
anything approaching a normal 
presidential- year eongressional 
victory because they had a 
voting record of substantial 
opposition to Eisenhawer’s mid- 
dle-road purposes and policies. 

3. If, after the next session 
of Congress starting in January, 
the country is forced to pass up- 
on the record of a seriously- 
divided Republican party, which 
is giving only reluctant, lip-serv- 
ice backing to the President 
overwhelmingly elected by the 
nation, the evidence now is that 
the voters will reject the Repub- 
lican party and vote for a 
change. 

4—If the Republican party in 
Congress is prepared to align it- 
self effectively with the Presi- 
dent in his major measures for 
national security, freer trade, 
social welfare and aid to agri- 
culture, it is possible for the Ad- 
ministration to present to the 
voters by next November an im- 
pressive and appealing record on 
the basis of which the party can 
earn the public confidence it has 
thus far been denied. 

No Whispered Warning. 

The warning of the latest elec- 
tions is no whisper. . : 

The Republicans fost at al- 
most every point they ‘cou 
lose. The Democrats gained at 
almost every point they could 
gain. 

Some Democrats will greet 
the results as showing that it’s 
all over but the shouting. That 
will be wrong. Some Repub- 
licans will dismiss the results as 
reflecting only local issues and 
local personalities. That will be 
wrong. 

This week's elections don’t 
prove everything, but they prove 
something. They show that the 
voters, who a year ago over- 
whelmingly wanted Eisenhower 
for President and weren't sure 
they wanted a Republican Con- 
gress, are less sure today — less 
favorably disposed toward the 


Republican party after a year of 
performance, . 

In the Ninth district of Wis- 
consin and in‘the Sixth district 
of New Jersey the voters have 
elected Democratic Congressmen 
for the first time in political 
history. Republican candidates 
were sent to Congress from New 
Jersey's Sixth district regularly 
throughout the period of the 
New Deal’s greatest popularity, 
but this week the Democratic 
candidate overturned a 64 per 
cent, 54,000 vote Republican 
victory of last fall. 

New Jersey, a state which 
went for President Eisenhower 
by more than 350,000 votes, 
elected its first Democratic Gov- 
ernor in 10 years by a majority 
more than double that it gave 
to Republican Gov. Alfred E. 
Driscoll four years ago. 

While New York City was re- 
taining a Democrat as Mayor— 
Robert F, Wagner Jr. — by the 
largest vote since 1945, the Dem- 
ocrats unseated seven Republi- 
can Mayors in the state while 
losing only three mayoralty con- 
tests 


Where the Danger Lies. 
The danger, from the Repub- 
lican standpoint, is not that these 
mid-term eléctions will be taken 
too seriously and create a mood 
of defeatism. 
The danger is that they wfil 


be taken too casually and dis- | 


missed as only passingly impor- 
tant. National Chairman Leon- 
ard Hall cited the difficulties the 


Republicans inherited from the 


“mess in Washington.” But it 
ig the Republicans who are in 
Washington now and the voters 
are not thinking of the past, 
they are thinking of the present. 

What cannot safely be es- 
caped is that, while last year’s 
election revealed the unpopu- 
larity of the Truman Administra- 
tion, it also, in all frankness, re- 


votes 
than did the Democratic party. 

On this point a candid and 
perceptive Republican leader re- 
marked: “The 1952 election 
proved that the American people 
have not yet accepted the Re- 
publican party as an instrument 
of government. We have earned 
only part of the people’s faith. 
Now it’s up to us to earn the 
other part.” 

If this election warning is a 
chastening and unifying force 
and persuades the Republican 
party that its only future is in 
allegiance with the President, it 
can begin to set about the task 
when Congress convenes. That 


will be the prime test.

If a recent public opinion poll is accurate, 79 
per cent of the American people favor a Big 
Four conference at the highest level. Opinion in 
Europe and especially in Britain has long been 
just as overwhelmingly in favor of a personal 
meeting of President Eisenhower with Churchill, 
Malenkov and Premier Laniel of France to seek 
some way out of the diplomatic deadlock be- 
tween East and West. If the Russian people had 
anything to say about it, they too would probably 
support such an effort. 

in the face of this tremendous popular de- 
mand, the prospects of a conference have now 
touched bottom. Even Winston Churchill, who 
has been urging a conference despite official 
American opposition for months, seems to have 
grown discouraged. The Indian delegation to 
the U.N. has decided not to press its resolution 
calling for high-level talks. And Washington is 
saying that all the peoples of the world can look 
forward to is continuation of cold war tensions, 
continuation of economic and propaganda war- 
fare, continuation of the atomic arms race. 

id *. *. 

This bleak outlook cannot be attributed en- 
tirely to the Soviet Union's latest rejection of 
the Western proposal for a foreign ministers’ 
conference on Germany. Chilling as the Moscow 
note is, it only repeats the terms of the diplo- 


‘matic stalemate as they have existed for some 


time—the West saying “Negotiate on Germany,” 
the Soviets saying “Negotiate on everything.” 
What makes the deadlock the more discouraging 
is the apparent lack, on the part of American 
policy-makers, of bold and imaginative ideas 
for breaking the deadlock. 

This is what the people thought President 
Eisenhower was talking about in his inaugural 
address, when he said that “the free world can- 
not indefinitely remain in a posture of paralyzed 
tension,” but’ must strike out on new and posi- 
tive paths. 

It is what the President seemed to be talking 
about last April, when he told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors that we could not 
be content with “a life of perpetual fear and 
tension,” but must seek “just political settle- 
ments for the serious issues between the free 
world and the Soviet Union.” 

It is what Adlai Stevenson was talking about 
when he pleaded for initiativés that would 
“challenge the imagination and the hopes of all 
Europe,” and when he added: “The door to the 
conference room is the door to peace, Let it 
never be said that America was reluctant to 
enter.” 

* . ° 

Secretary Dulles apparently feels that we 
should avoid high-level negotiations on broad 
issues of East-West conflict at least until West- 
ern Europe has ratified the European Defense 
Community. But from Western Europe, and par- 
ticularly from France, come increasingly strong 
indications that EDC cannot be ratified until 
high-level negotiations have first been held, or 
at least seriously attempted. France today does 
not fear Russia so much as she fears a Europe 
dominated by a militarily revived Germany. 

What, then, happens next? If after a reason- 
able time it remains clear that France is not 
going to ratify EDC, surely efforts for a broader 
European settlement ought to be renewed—~a set- 
tlement which guarantees the continent against 
German as well as Soviet aggression, which per- 
mits the unification of Germany and the retire- 
ment of Soviet armed might from the center of 
the continent, which brings about the resump- 
tion of normal economic relations and a reduc- 
tion in the armaments burden. 

There is only one place to seek such a settle- 
ment, and that is at the conference table. 
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To Hasten a Bridge 


Supervisor Matthews makes sense in propos- 
ing that St. Louis county construct a new bridge 
across the Missouri near St. Charles. The county 
would operate it as a toll structure until the 
State Highway. Commission can repay the cost 
and convert it into a free bridge. 

The Hightay Commission intends to build the 
bridge eventually, but-it cannot go ahead with 
the new prgject now without deferring other 
projects throughout the state. If the county is 
willing to wait. perhaps five years it will get the 
structure without lifting a finger. Meantime, - 
though, congestion will get worse on the narrow 
St. Charles bridge and along its approaches. 

But if the Courty Council is willing to follow 
Mr. Matthews’s lead, the bridge might be carry- 
ing traffic in another two years. Studies indicate 
tolls would be sufficient to finance the project 
through revenue bonds, thus eliminating the 
need for county funds, The only cost would be 
to those who use the bridge, and this would be 
more than‘made up in travel time saved. 

Assuming that the Highway Commission can 
obtain sufficient assurances in’ Clayton that the 
bridge will cost no more under county auspices 
than it would if originally constructed by the 
state, there seems to be no reason why the 
project ought not to be a satisfactory deal to 
everyone concerned. 
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What Mr. Benson Doesn’t Say 

Secretary Benson has been vague about spell- 
ing out what he intends to do with technical 
specialists in his reorganization of the Soil Con- 
servation Service. 

Before his recént announcement that he was 
going ahead with the organization despite criti- 
cism, he mentioned three kinds of technicians. 
Conservation engineers, soil scientists and soil 
conservationists will eontinue to be available to 
farmers, but through state rather than regional 
offices of the SCS, he said. 

This partial assurance was given to soil con- 
servation officials from five states who waited 
on him in protest against his reorganization 
plan to close the regional offices. 

After the Secretary's announcement proceed- 
ing with the reorganization regardless, officials 
of his department were quoted as saying other 
types of technicians would be attached to the 
Washington office of the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, Specifically mentioned were agronomists, 
range managers, foresters and plant biologists. 

In neither of these statements was the proba- 
ble future of hydraulic engineers and geologists 
dealt with. 

Secretary Benson has said the reorganization 
will improve the service and save money. He 
has not explained how the service to farmers 
will be improved by removing some of the tech- 
niclans from nearby regional offices to distant 
Washington. Nor has he explained how money 
will be saved, in the cases of other specialists, 
by replacing technicians in seven regional of- 


fices with the same sorts of technicians in 48 


state offices. ‘ eS 
Still another question left unanswered. by 
the Secretary is how he intends to acquire 
enough specialists to staff every state office with 
some of the skills that have been available in

In the face of all these facts, the Secretary's 
claims of improved service lack plausibility, as 
do his claims of economy.

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has been properly 
challenged by the Sixteenth Circuit Judicial 


Commission. On Oct, 9, he totally rejected the . 


panels of nominees sent to him by the commis- 
sion for the filling of three new circuit judg- 
ships in Jackson county. Now the commission 
has sent the same lists back to Mr. Donnelly. 

The commission itself did not consider wheth- 
er or not the Governor had-he authority to re- 
ject its nominations. It limited itself to the 
question of whether it could reconsider its 
recommendations, and decided in the negative. 
The former issue seems to us by far the more 
important, and it is at least impliedly raised by 
the resubmission of the Jackson county lists. 

As we said last month, if the Governor can re 
ject all judicial nominations made under the 
Missouri court plan, in effect since 1940, then 
the primary purpose of that plan—getting the 
bench as far as possible out of politics—is de- 


feated. If Gov. Donnelly were right, then he or- 


any other Governor could turn down nomination 
after nomination until he finally got the name 
of the man he wanted for a given judicial va- 
eancy. And that would put the judges back into 
politics with a vengeance. 

In originally rejectifig these nominations, Gov. 


Donnelly said they had been politically moti-. 


vated. That could be. We certainly are not say- 
ing they are the best of all possible nominations. 
On the other hand, it is just possible that the 
Governor was not free of political motives since 
the panels were made up largely of Republicans 
and Democrats who did not support him in his 
last campaign. 

It probably is impossible to protect the plan 
completely against political considerations. But 
certainly the Governor should not be permitted 
to set aside recommendations. There may be 


‘some chance for political maneuvers in the 


nominating commissions, but if Gov. Donnelly’s 
stand were to prevail the fat would really be in 
the fire. 
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Raids in Three Counties 

The raids by the Illinois state police in Alex- 
ander and Mason counties raise a serious ques- 
tion about law enforcement in those areas: Is it 
merely innocently lax, blandly incompetent—or 
just plain corrupt? 

In Alexander county in the state’s Little Egypt 
country, state police seized a sizable quantity 
of gambling paraphernalia. They also arrested 
18 women in two houses of prostitution located 
two blocks from the Cairo police station!-Is it 
possible that local officials were unaware of the 
existence of these establishments? 

In Mason county, northwest of Springfield, 
state officers put their hands on more gambling 
equipment and scooped some $4400 in cash off 
gambling tables. One of the 14 places raided 
was only 60 feet from the sheriff's office and 
across the street from the Havana courthouse! 

The raiders also struck in Grundy county, 
southwest of Chicago, but, apparently someone 
had been tipped off. Even though state investi- 
gators had detected evidence of gambling ma- 
chines in the county 12 hours earlier, the lid was 
on when the raiders arrived. 

State intervention in local affairs can be jus- 
tified only when local officials are either unwill- 
ing or unable to perform their duties. The raids 
in Alexander and Mason counties certainly indi- 
cated serious shortcomings in local law enforce- 
ment. 
Gov. Stratton and Attorney General Castle 
ought to make it their business to find out what 
is wrong in those counties and move to correct 
it.

Jane Hoey has been one of the nation’s lead- 
ing social workers for more than a quarter of a 
century. She served as assistant secretary of 
the Board of Child Welfare, divisional director 
of field service for the Red Cross, assistant di- 
rector of the health division, Welfare Council 
of New York City. She was a member of the 
New York State Correction Commissjon. She 
has served as president of the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work. | 

There is nothing very political about Jane 
Hoey’s record. Yet she has been removed as di- 
rector of the Public Assistance Bureau in the 
Social Security Administration—a post she has 
held ever since the bureau was founded in 1936 
—to make way for a “professiona] person wh 
is a Republican.” 

The Public Assistance Bureau is in charge 
of federal programs in aid of the aged, the 
blind, the disabled and of dependent children. 
What is there about this work which requires 
that it be headed by a Republican—or by a 
member of any party? Miss Hoey. took the post 
in the first place only on the assurance that it 
would be under nonpartisan administration, with 
staffs employed solely on the basis of profes- 
siona] qualifications. If it is going to continue 
under nonpartisan administration, as it should, 
why need the position be filled by a Republican, 
as Under-Secretary Nelson A. Rockefeller teld 
Miss Hoey it would be? 

Or, if politics is the test, what about the cut- 
off date? The superior officer who fired Miss 
Hoey, Secretary of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Oveta Culp Hobby, was herself a Democrat 
until 1952. Does this mean that it is all right for 
subordinate officers also to have had a Demo- 
cratic past? Or must Miss Hoey’s successor be 
chosen from the ranks of old-line, long-time, 
well-established Republicans?

Winston Churchill 
has more prestige, 
influence and pow- 
er than all of the 
rest of his Cabinet 
combined, He tow- 
ers over the whole 
world of statesmen. 

No one in Brit- 
ain today would 
dream of commit- 
ting Britain to a policy or course of 
action without obtaining. the prior ap- 
proval of Britain’s senior statesman. 
Any agreement. any other member of 
the British Government entered into 
would have to be cenditional on the 
approval of Sir Winston. 

It is universajly known that in re- 
spect to France this situation is re- 
versed. The Premier of France, Joseph 
Laniel, a shadowy figurehead of the 
Government. The real power in that 
government resides not in the Prime 
Minister or even in the Foreign Min- 
ister, Georges Bidault, but in Paul 
Reynaud. 

If the project were to bring together 
the four most influential men in the 
governments of the Big Four countries 
France would have to be represented 
by M. Reynaud. Neither M..Laniel.nor 
M. Bidault could commit France with- 
out consulting him. 

What is not yet universally known or 
appreciated is that through President 
Eisenhower's own choiee he himself is 
not the man who would speak authori- 
tatively for the United States at such 
a conference. 

President Eisenhower has, in fact, 
delegated the management of Ameri- 
can foreign policy entirely to his Sec- 
retary of State, John Foster Dulles. He 
regards Mr. Dulles as the greatest 
American expert in this field.. 


The President himself is as unfamiliar 
with the techniques, tactics and strategy 
of foreign policy as Mr. Dulles is un- 
familiar with the weapons of war. Mr. 
Dulles would not presume to advise the 
President on the respective merits of 
the Garand over the Springfield rifle. 
Mr. Eisenhower is as deferential to Mr. 
Dulles in the area of foreign affairs.

This condition has been obscured 
from the general public view by the 
extent to which Presidents Roosevelt 
and Truman, particularly the former, 
took direct responsibility in American 
foreign policy. Mr. Roosevelt was in 
the fullest sense his own foreign min- 
ister. Mr. Truman delegated primary 
responsibility to Dean Acheson, but 
kept a close watch on events and on 
more than one occasion overruled his 
Secretary of State. 


This has led to a widespread as- 
sumption in Europe that if. Europe's 
statesmen could get directly to the 
President they would be able to get to 
the real source of American authority 
in foreign affairs. Some Europeans have 
seen in Mr. Dulles an obstacle between 
themselves and the President. 


Such an assumption is false. The 
President has full confidence in Mr. 
Dulles in foreign policy matters. He 
leaves the management of foreign policy 
to Mr. Dulles as fully as. he was accus- 
tomed during the war to leave the man- 
agement of front-line battle to his 
chosen and trusted Army»commanders. 


Mr. Eisenhower regards Mr. Dulles 
as, during the war, he regarded Gen. 
Omar WN. Bradley. He employs the 
Army “chain of command” system im 
civil government as in war. If Mr. 
Eisenhower went to a Big Four confer- 
ence, he would refer every question 
which came up to Mr. Dulles, and 
would accept Mr. Dulles’s recommenda- 
tions on the answer. 


Europeans who desire to speak to 
the final authority inAmerica on foreign 
policy should direct themselves not to 
Mr. Eisenhower, but to Mr. Dulles. 


It is probable that the same is true 
of the location of foreign-policy au- 
thority in Moscow. Prime Minister 
Georgi M. Malenkov never has been 
outside the Soviet Union. His expe 
rience has been in domestic Soviet 
affairs. Mr. Molotov is, to the best of 
our knowledge, the real voice of Mos- 
cow in foreign policy. If Mr. Malenkov 
went to a Big Four meeting he proba- 
bly would refer all issues to Mr. Molo- 
tov just as Mr. Eisenhower would to 
Mr. Dulles. 


The team which could deal most ef- 
fectively with foreign policy issues 
would be made up of Sir Winston, Mr, 
Dulles, M. Reynaud and Mr. Molotov. 
If these four could be brought to- 
gether,- business could be transacted, 
assuming an equal desire in all four 
countries to do business. 

The above is the real reason why 
Mr. Dulles is so much more interested 
in getting a foreign-ministers’ confer- 
ence than a heads-of-government con- 
ference. At least America and Russia 
would be represented by their top for- 
eign-policy spokesmen. The Churchill 
formula would only provide one man 
who did not refer every‘hing to another.

French Crisis Seen in American Terms 


Present time, may find some help by making a translation into 


American terms. No doubt all translations lose something of 
the truth and flavor of the original. 


A VISITOR, trying to get the 


My improvised translation has 
lost all the flavor but it may 
preserve a lit- 
tle of the im- 
portant truth, 
It is not going 
to be literal or 
exact. During 
1953 France has 
been in a polit- 
ical phase 
which corre- 
sponds with 
1952 in Amer- 
ica. An old ad- 
ministr ati o n, 
long in power, 
is approaching the end of its 
term. A new one is to be elect- 
ed, formed, organizedl and put 
to work. 

This being an election year 
with the outcome _ uncertain, 
there is no power in the Govern- 
ment to make important de- 
cisions. All that cannot be 
handled as a more or less bu- 
reaucratic routine has to be post- 
poned. 


Change in the Making. 


It is not unlike the time when 
the Truman administration 
could no longer take big deci- 
sions and when the Eisenhower 
administration covld not yet 
take them. 

The French constitutional 
system is,” of course, very un- 
like ours. There is no popular 
election campaign going on here 
in 1953, as there was at home in 
1952. Nevertheless this is a year 
in which a new French adminis- 
tration, as we would call it, is in 
the making. 

Despite the obvious differ- 
ences, the analogy is better than 
it looks. France in 1953, like 
the United States in 1952, is in 
a phase of deep political change. 
It has not yet formed but it is 
being pushed towards forming a 
new administration.

A general sense in official 
circles that they do not really 
have the power to make hard 
decisions, a feeling among the 
people that the Government will 
not make hard decisions, exists 
on both sides of the Atlantic 
and creates a state of political 
uncertainty which has remark- 
able similarities. 


Avoiding Hard Decisions. 


The French do not feel able 
to deal in any large and serious 
way with their relations to Ger- 
many. This bears a large re- 
semblance to the inability of the 
President and Secretary Dulles 
to deal largely and seriously 
with affairs in the Far East. 

French diplomacy in this 
phase, like our own, is domi- 
nated by the impulse to avoid 
the hard questions. This causes 
the French to say No, to say 
Yes but, to say Yes if, whenever 
the question is one on which 
public opinion is passionately 
divided. This is just about what 
Mr. Dulles has had to do. The 
difference is that for France 
the hard decisions are in Europe 
and for the United States they 
are in the Far East. 

No one can say when or in 
what conditions the French will 
find a way to form a government 
that is able to govern. But there 
is no doubt that the way in 
which this problem is eventually 
solved is crucial for the future 
of France, for her relations with 
Germany, for the grand alliance, 
and it might be for democracy 
and liberty. 


Crisis Coming Next Year. 


There is not much that foreign 
powers can do in what is as 
intimately an interna] affair of 
the French people as are our 
own elections for us. But an 
attitude in Washington and Lon- 


prehension, and on our part of 
unfailing loyalty to our ancient 
ally, would bring healing in- 
fluences to bear on what is 
going to be a very severe and 
painful business. 

If I were to venture to guess 
as to what would be a prudent 
and useful working assumption, 
It would be this: A crisis which 
turns upon the ability to form a 
government that can govern is 
brewing. It may be expected to 
come to a head in 1954. 

The critical question is wheth- 
er it is going to be precipitated 
by disasters and popular anger, 
or whether it will be dealt with 
in time by men who have the 


A crisis resulting from the 
pressure of external events in 
Indochina, in relation to Ger- 
many, in the movement of prices 
and wages, could be very dan- 
gerous. For there is deep trouble 
in this country and in the com- 
ing crisis all might depend on 
whether a standard can be raised 
to which men will rally with 
confidence and hope. 


LOUIS A, HAGER JR. 
BANK OFFICER, DIES 


Manufacturers Trust Co. 
Chairman Long Active in 
Civic Affairs. 


Louis A. Hager Jr., an execu- 
tive vice president of C. Hager 
& Sons Hinge Co. and board 
chairman of Manufacturers Bank 
& Trust Co., died unexpectedly 
last night, apparently of a heart 
‘attack, after being stricken at 
his home on Mason road, near 
Clayton road, St. Louis county. 


Mr. Hager, 50 years old, was 
found unconscious in the resi- 
dence by a state trooper who 
went there after the highway 
patrol received a call from a 
telephone operator that a man, 
apparently Mr. Hager, had asked 
for a physician. The trooper 
summoned an ambulance and 
Mr. Hager was taken to County 
Hospital, where he died shortly 
after arrival. 

Long active in civic and busi- 
ness affairs, Mr. Hager was gen- 
eral chairman of the Greater St. 
Louis Community Chest cam- 
paign in 1952 and was a.leader 
in Chest fund drives several 
years before that. 

He served on the executive 
board of the St. Louis Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, and was 
a director of the Boys Club ot 
St. Louis, both Community Chest 
agencies. He was vice president 
of the Racquet Club. 

In World War iI Mr. Hager 
initially was active in the Mis- 
souri home guard, then was com- 
missioned as a Naval Reserve 
lieutenant. He became a naval 
aid at the White House, serving 
under both Presidents Roosevelt 
and Truman, and at war’s end 
was a captain and commanding 
officer of the Naval Training 
Center at Camp Peary, Va. After 
the war he continued his interest 
in Navy affairs and became pres- 
ident of the Navy League of 
Missouri. 

A native of St. Louis, he at- 
tended the University of Vir- 
ginia. In 1924 he married Miss 
Alice Busch, daughter of the late 
August A. Busch and Veiled 
Prophet Queen in 1922. 

They were divorced in 1936, 
Hager obtained custody of their 
son, Louis Busch Hager, then 6 
years old. The son now is a 
senior at the University of Vir-

SAYS BIL OF RT

Irving Dilliard Asserts Press 
Would Not Fight to 
Enact Liberties. - 


WATERVILLE, Me., Nov, 6 
(AP)—St. Louis editor Irving 
Dilliard said last night the na- 
tion’s Bill of Rights—defining 
basic liberties — couldn't be 
adopted today in this country 
because the press wouldn’t fight 
for the causes they embody. 
Dilliard, editor of the editorial 
page of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, said many basic protec- 
tions of the Bill of Rights “are 
trampled and a large part of 
the press takes no notice.” 

Dilliard said that if the press 
doesn’t fight back when people’s 
liberties “are eroded away—if it 
does not fight back to protect 
the Bill of Rights which it now 
has, I find no reason to believe 
the press would lead a national 
campaign to adopt the Bill of 


Rights were its list of protec- 
tions and guarantees introduced 
in Congress today.” 

Chosen as Colby College’s sec- 
ond Lovejoy Fellow, Dilliard was 
awarded an honorary doctorate 
of laws by President J. Seelye 
Bixler. 


The fellowship is in memory 
of Elijah Parish Lovejoy, Colby 
College alumnus, who was killed 
116 years ago at Alton, IIL, 
while defending his anti-slavery 
press from a mob. It honors 
annually a newspaper man who 
“continues the Lovejoy heritage 
of fearlessness and freedom” in 
American journalism.

The Republican candidates, 
themselves, made President 
Eisenhower and his Administra- 
tion the issue in both. As for 
the other widely scattered elec- 
tions, state and local, including 
that in New York City for mayor, 
there was such national signifi- 
cance as might flow from the 
fact that President Eisenhower's 
support was thrown behind every 
Republican seeking office, 
though local personalities and 
issues certainly predominated. 


Protest Against Old Guard. 


It was the general nature of 
the Democratic sweep; in view 
of that blanket presidential en- 
dorsement, that cheered Demo- 
crats, themselves, to high elation. 


What is the meaning of this 
striking out at the Eisenhower 
Administration and the Repub- 
lican party? 

As for the congressional elec- 
tion portents, it is surmised that 
voters were voicing a protest 
against the way that the Re- 
publican Old Guard has moved 
in, especially in Congress, to as- 
sume command here in Washing- 
ton. The once shining figure 
of the President, who stood out 
all by himself in last year’s 
election, now is submerged and 
overshadowed in the Washing- 
ton picture. 


Progressive. G.O.P. Areas. 


In other words, the President 
and the G.O.P. regulars have 
become synonymous, in effect. 
As we who have watched here 
day after day know, the regu- 
ars, who control the party in 
Congress, have been making 
headway in their attempt to take 
control of the Administration. 
That is certainly their aim. 


Some among the voters like 
that, believing that such was 
the mandate of the 1952 elec- 
tion. But plainly more do not 
like it. 


This interpretation of what 
the voters were trying to say 
draws support from the nature 
of the constituencies. Each was 
represented previously by pro- 
gressive Republicans, Wiscon- 


sin’s Ninth by a former, long- 

time LaFollette Progressive, 

New Jersey’s Sixth by a Republi- 

can in what has come to be re- 

garded as the Eisenhower mold,

ase. 


In what he said about elec- 
tions this week, after expressing 
his own disappointment, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower seemed to 
sense the need, henceforth, of a 
broad base and a broad appeal 
for the party, in other words, to 
get back to what it was on elec- 
tion day—a combination of Re- 
publicans, independents and 
Democrats. 


Can’t Go Back to 1892. 


The Republican party, he said 
at his press conference, has 
been for many years a minority 
party and can only win with the . 
support of independents and 
Democrats. The party itself 
must be solid, progressive, basic 
and real, he added. 

It can’t go back to 1892. What 
the people were voting for last 
year, in his opinion, was change 
of an orderly and progressive 
nature. Again, he sought also 
to put himself in the role of the 
President of all the people, 
stressing that he was not a 
“politician.” 

In that last lies a clue. He 
is not. Nor, on the contrary, has 
he exercised the leadership 
handed to him by so overwhelm- 
ing a vote in a way to bring the 
force of the people against the 
Old Guard politicians who have 
skillfully maneuvered control 
out of his hands, with the result 
that a narrow-based party has 
succeeded to the broad-based ob- 
jective that he outlined this 
week. It may be too late. 


People Are Suspicious. 


An understanding of the 
Eisenhower failure in this re- 
gard seems to be prevalent 
among the people despite the 
smoke-scréen thrown up here by 
clever propagandists. The people 
are plain suspicious of the 
G.O.P. Old Guard. 

They may be suspicious also 
of something else here usually 
identified with the Old Guard, 
but for which the President, 
himself, is responsible, which is 
the heavy weighting of the 
Administration with business 
and industrial tycoons. 

It may turn out that the 
smartest political maneuver of 
the Democrats was that at the 
very outset of the Eisenhower 
Administration when they com- 
pelled the new Cabinet and 
“Little Cabinet” of under sec- 
retaries to disclose their as- 
sets and Blue Book rating. Out 
of that came the wisecrack that 
may turn out to be one of the 
most important ever politically: 

“Nine millionaires and a 
plumber.” 

And now the plumber is gone. 
In simple human reactions the 
rea] explanation of elections may 
often be found.

Those special qualifications 
were as follows: 

1. A .willingness to accept 
an interim job. Thompson 
an organization man, would 
willingly return to his job as 
director of the farm system 
when and if Reese is ready to 
accept the managerial post in 
one or two years. 

‘ 2. He is a veteran—the type 

the club feels it must have to 
manage a team of established 
stars. 

3. As a result of his pres- 
ent post, he has a thorough 
knowledge of the team and 
the organization and has 
earned the respect of the 
players. 

4. Gifted with a sharp and 
witty tongue, he would be a 
“fighter on the field” of the 
type the club feels Brooklyn 
fans want. 


After Thompson, the outstand- 
ing candidate appeared to be 
Bucky Harris of the Washington 
Senators although even Brook- 
lyn officials doubted whether 
the popular Bucky would be will- 
ing to settle for a one-year pact.

“Bavasi and I talked in general 
terms. There was no definite 
offer made at that time but I 
can say that I was being con- 
sidered anc I am very appreci- 
ative of that.” 

Reese conceded it was possible 
no job would be open when he 
eventually decides to hang up 
his glove but said, “Right now, 
I feel I’m doing the right thing.” 

Reese’s position was supported 
by Dressen, who said in Los 
Angeles he didn’t think Peewee 
“had the stamina” to be a play- 
ing manager. 

“I don’t think a fellow can 
handle both jobs and maybe 
Pee Wee thinks the same way, 
Dressen commented. “He might 
handle both jobs but I don't 
think he can do as good a job 
at shortstop as he did in 1953— 
if he played the same number 
of games.

enough to stay in business.” 

The biggest thing he 
learned, Reed emphasizes, is 
that it’s necessary to spend 
money tu make money, but 
that’s going back to the orig- 
inal capitalization. 

“We had estimated our nec- 
essary financial obligations as 
ranging from $70,000 to $100,- 
000. Frankly, we fell short of 
raising that much money when 
some of our prospective stock- 
holders backed out at the last 
minute.” .

HE British have a way with satire about themselves 
and-serious situations, and in “MR. POTTS GOES TO 
MOSCOW,” opening at the SHADY OAK THEATER 
tonight, they do a fairly amusing job about a sanitary 
enginéer at an atomic research center who

innocently takes the plans for a deadly 
new weapon with him on holiday and 
winds up in Moscow hailed as a refugee 
hero .while the British press denounces 
him as the worst traitor of all times. 

If you can concede that anything touch- 
ing the atomic bomb can be remotely 
funny, they have managed a bright lampoon on bureaucra- 
‘cy in both England and Russia. By such lines as, “This 
weapon is so terrible it should insure peace for at least 
two more years,” and by having, for instance, both British 
and Soviet scientists at first mistake Mr. Potts’s drawings 
of his cherished ballcock invention’ for that of the new 
bomb. Once in a while it is pure fun, as when Mr. Potts 
and a Soviet secret policeman both peer through opposite 
sides of his hotel room keyhole and are puzzled by the 
view, or in the finale of a slapstick chase in Berlin. Once 
in a while the satire, as in delineations of British Commu- 
‘nists, becomes heavy, but on the whole {it’s handled adroitly. 

George Cole (the youth who flew the kite in. “Quar- 
tet”) plays Mr. Potts, and, while he’s ne Alec Guinness, he 
gives a reasonably diverting picture of an eager bumbler. 
Oscar Homolka is realistically shrewd as a Soviet agent, and 
Nadia Gray,.a pretty young actress, provides some love 
interest as a Soviet interpreter. 

There is also on the bill a short showing a great many 
of the paintings of Vincent Van Gogh in color, with much 
attention to detail. It is of particular interest in view 
of the Art Museum show of Van Gogh’s works. Unfortu- 
nately,*the narrative is tn Italian. . 


The Little Man Who Wasn't There 


If you miss that hoary mystery yarn of the girl whose 
brother or husband disappears from a hotel room, and 
then she begins to think she is losing her mind because 
everyone concerned claims he was never even there, you'll 
find it again in “DANGEROUS CROSS- 
ING,” at the AMBASSADOR. This time 
it is placed aboard an ocean liner, with 
Jeanne Crain as the distraught bride 
whose husband vanishes aboard’the ship. 
A yellow fever or bubonic fever plague 
isn’t the cause of the mystery this time, 
but rather, if I may whisper it, a deep, 
dark, devious plot against Jeanne’s sanity and her life. 

This is pretty well put together and successfully builds 
the mood of mystery—if you haven't read the plot or seen 
it before. Miss Crain gives a convincing picture of a girl 
progressing from annoyance to the jitters to downright 
hysteria, and Michael Rennie is a good man to have 
around as the sympathetic ship's doctor. 

The co-feature is “THE GIRL NEXT DOOR,” a hand- 
some but rather routine musical about a girl stage star 
(June Haver) and a widower cartoonist (Dan Dailey) who 
live next door to each other in a landscape gardener’s 
paradise. Their path to marriage would have been swift, 
but Dan has a small boy who doesn’t approve of his pros- 
pective stepmother. “Aw, gee, pop, can’t we keep right on 
being pals, just the two of us?” he says with a hurt look 
in his frank blue eyes, in what I think is a fair synopsis 
of the dialogue. This bilious plot idea is not compensated for 
completely by some amusing cartoons, Miss Haver’s rather 
monotonous radiation of freshness, Mr. Dailey’s hoofing 
and the occasionally rewarding work of Dennis Day and 
Cara Williams as comics.

Robinson is a researcher out to get both John’s job and him 
convicted of the murder (I would imagine the usual TV 
studio activities are confined to the first half.) But further 
clues in another script, and an impromptu scene on the 
television screen itself pin the murder on the right guy, 
whose identity, we hope for your reputation as an amateur 
sleuth, you don’t take longer than five seconds to guess. 
This is a fairly tight, if obvious, mystery plot, and the 
TV angle, which gives us some information on how a 
program is put together, is of added interest. Mr. Forsythe, 
one of the best actors among the up-and-coming screen 
stars, holds his own with the old master, Edward G.- 
However, I found the 3-D process, in black and white, 
rather irritating. With the dark polarized glasses, I had 
trouble seeing distinctly. They either ought to use brighter 
lighting on the sets or in the projection for 3-D films not 
in color. And it’s time they improved the filming technique. 
I think the process tends to exaggerate depth, and often 
makes the actors in the foreground look like flat cardboard 
cutouts. I tested this frequently by looking at the film with- 
out the polarjzed glasses, and found that often the figure 
closest to the camera was not blurred, indicating it was not 
actually in depth. Then too, objects or figures too close to 
the camera seem to project into the audience, which might 
have been all right for stunt effects but which detracts from 
realism in straight playing.

deceive. Through the Old 
French “covine,” it goes back 
to the Latin “covenir,” to come 
together, to agree. So the fraud 
it describes would seem to be 
a fraud by agreement of two 


persons. 

While for all practical pur- 
poses “covin” could now be 
called obsolete, it persists in 
law for the sort of fraud prac- 
ticed by collusion of two per- 
sons against a third party. 

The correspondent who posed 
the question of this term will 
doubtless be interested, as a 
lover of words, in its relation- 
ship with covenant, another 
name for an agreement, but one 
of such very different nature. 
The very sound of “covenant” 
suggests the sanctity of an agree- 
ment. And yet it shares the 
source of “covin,” deriving from 
“venire” with the prefix “‘con” 
~—also coming together!

a charity which I thought had 

come to an end a long while 
ago is asking for help again. It 
is called “New Eyes for the 
Needy, Inc.,” and operates in 
Short Hills, N.J. What they ask 
is that you do not throw away 
old spectacle sor bits of old gold 
scrap but send them to their 
organization instead.. 


During the past year they have 
donated 1100 pairs of new pre- 
scription eye glasses for the 
needy in 45 states. Four thou- 
sand pairs. of glasses were sent 
to recognized welfare agencies 
and clinics to be redistributed. 
Through CARE’s assistance they 
sent over 2000 pairs of eye 
glasses and 500 artificial eyes to 
Dr. Rambo, a missionary eye 
surgeon in India.

Victim of Poisoning 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HEN someone around you swallows poison, it’s an 
W emergency. What should you do? 

Induce vomiting first. Getting the poison out of 
the body right away is better than any antidote. Soapy 
water swallowed makes most péople vomit. So will tickling 
the throat with your finger or—and safer—the victim's. 
‘Though a spoonful of mustard in water makes a good emetic, 
mustard usually isn't around when needed. Salt—two tea- 
spoons to a glass of warm water—also induces vomiting. 

While you are nauseating the victim, someone else 
could do two other things: Call the drug store. pharmacist 
to inquire about the specific antidote for whatever w 
swallowed, and arrange for medical care. ;

THE QUICKEST WAY to get medical care is to meet 
your doctor at the local hospital emergency room. That 
means two calls—one to your doctor and one to-the hospital 
so they'll have the emergency room nurse and possibly 
the resident physician on hand when you arrive. - 

Just a little weak vomiting won’t work as first aid. 
Somebody With poison in him needs to vomit forcefully 
several times to be sure of getting rid of it. 

Don’t try to make an unconscious person vomit, That's 
dangerous because the vomited material may be ‘sucked

of the swallowed poison that didn't come up while vomiting. 
Beef broth—made with bouillon cubes—is also a valuable 
fluid after vomiting because it contains salt which the 
stomach has lost during vomiting. 

Such beef broth is a good idea after most any vomiting, 
unless you are on a low salt diet. 

Many poisons that used to be so dangerous around the 
house have been replaced by other safer compounds. For 
instance, lye has taken second place to detergents and 
other special-purpose cleaners. The cathartic compound 
pills of aloin, belladonna and strychnine that used to poison 
so many children aren’t found in most homes now. Tincture 
of iodine has been replaced by safer antiseptics. Carbolic 
acid isn’t found in most homes. Neither is the mercury 
poison of calomel. 


x * * 

NOW THE VAPOR and skin poisons are common in 
homes. These include various insecticides, plant sprays 
and carbon tetrachloride for cleaning spots off clothing. 

The most important point about the newer aerosol poi- 
sons is simply avoiding breathing their mist or getting the 
liquid on the skin, Using carbon tetrachloride outdoors or 
in a room with several open windows prevents poisoning. 

Industries are doing a commendable job of substituting 
harmless chemicals for poisonous ones in home refrigera- 
tors and air conditioners. The poisonous sulphur dioxide for-

JENKINS’S MUSIC, for the most part, stays alive in interest, 
is impressive in its wide variety, The main theme is haunting, 
the blues song is really low down, the graveyard music atmos- 
pheric in minor key. Lyrics and narration occasionally sound 
forced, but. not enough to harm their integration with the music. 
Solo voices are adequate, with Bill Lee quite distinguished in the 
role of marrator. Beverly Mahr’s blues singing is loaded with 
plaint and throb. Jenkins did his own conducting of the per- 
formance, 


To sum up, “Seven Dreams” ts of high Broadway caliber. In 
fact, in places it is above and beyond some efforts from Broadway. 
So theatrical is the over-all production that there has been talk 
of doing something with it on stage. “Seven -Dreams” won't get 
much radio plugging, for it has to be broadcast in its entirety. 
This is only one of the restrictions clamped on by Decca. The 
performance is on one.12-inch LP or four 45 rp.m records, boxed. 
The principal theme is available on 78 and 45 r.p.m. singles. . 
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
